(refer to Doc. ECFC 90-3-1): 


Students will be graded R for a course in which they have 


either (a) completed less than two-thirds of the 
laboratory work 


or (b) not completed the laboratory work satisfactorily. 


If their performance is satisfactory in all other evaluative 
exercises of the course, the R grade will be accompanied by the 
notation Inc. 


After some discussion, it became clear that no consensus was 
emerging and it was moved that Motion 90-3-30 be referred to 
Departments for discussion and that ECUSC issue a new 
proposal taking into account the results of these discussions. 
Motion 90-3-31 was adopted unanimously. 


During the debate on the above two motions, some members 
said that there is no convenient source of information giving the 
full significance and consequences of giving certain grades and 
Dr. R. Cheng suggested that the Dean's office issue a table 
explaining the various grades. 


The following was also moved: 


The grade assigned for a supplemental examination is based 
solely on a student's performance in that examination, with no 
reference to any components upon which the original grade 
may have been assigned. 


During the discussion, it was suggested that the words 
“other than laboratory work" be inserted after the word 
"components" in the third line and that word "solely" be 
deleted. This amendment was agreed upon without a 
formal vote being taken. 


Subject to the above amendment, Motion 90-3-32 was 
adopted by a vote of 14 in favour, 3 against, and 2 
abstentions.
